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This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R. §1. 10(c), 
submitted on September 21, 2004, requesting that the application 
be accorded a filing date of April 22, 2004. 

Shortly after April 22, 2004, the above-identified application 
was received in the Office. The Office of Initial Patent 
Examination mailed Petitioner's filing receipt, which might have 
indicated that the application had been accorded a filing date 
other than April 22, 2004.
